(Community Transportation Enhancement Program) 




Pedestrian Overpass - Montana City, 
Jefferson County 

A state of the art facility now exists over Inter- 
state 1 5 after 1 years in the process! 

In recent years, Montana City has experienced 
a large amount of growth on the west side of the 
interstate. With the local elementary school lo- 
cated on the east side of the interstate, there was 
an obvious and increasing need for a safe pedes- 
trian crossing. 

Local business owners, community members 
and Jefferson County Commissioners, with the 
support ofthe superintendent of schools, held sev- 
eral meetings to discuss possible solutions. The 
Commissioners submitted the project for CTEP 
consideration and the problem was solved! 

The pedestrian bridge cost approximately 
$458,000 which came from CTEP, local, and in- 
terstate funds. The new bridge is a welcome ad- 
dition to the community of Montana City and is used 
daily by local citizens and school children. 

We commend the community of Montana City, 
the local school district, and MDT for having the 
majority ofthe projected completed prior to the start 
ofthe 2000-2001 school year. 



Bil(e/Ped Path- Fairview, 
Richiand County 

Our hats are off to Richland County and the City 
of Fairview for completion of this Bike/Ped path 
project! 

This project, which eliminated an open section 
of an irrigation ditch, provides a much safer route 
for school children and bicyclists. The 669 feet of 
asphalt pathway was constructed on approximately 
the same alignment used by a portion ofthe Lower 
Yellowstone Irrigation Project. 

The approximate cost in CTEP funds was 
$56,000. What a great way to turn a problem into a 
solution! 

Highway Landscaping - Drummond, 
Granite County 

The Drummond Interchange is the site for this high- 
way landscaping project. It is one of the smaller 
projects in cost (approx $10,000) and yet produced 
large benefits for travelers on Interstate 90 in the form 
of a beautiful view! 

The preliminary work, including an underground 
sprinkler system, was done in 2000. The planting of 
grass, bushes and shrubs will be done in the summer 
of 2001. 

The project will also complement some restoration 
work performed at a nearby school. 

Landscaping - Kevin, 
Tooie County 

The Burlington Northern Santa Fe right-of-way on 
Front Street in Kevin has been spruced up by a land- 
scape and beautification project. 

This five-block-long project was accomplished 
with only $5,000 of CTEP funds and a large amount 
of volunteer labor from the Kevin Community. 

Community members installed flower boxes, 
landscape timbers, top soil, and planted trees, 
shrubs, and grass. All labor was done by local vol- 
unteers under the supervision ofthe Park Board. 

Visitors driving the main route through Kevin will 
enjoy the beautiful trees and flowers. Congratulations 
are in order for a main street to be proud of! 
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South Pond Landscaping - Laurel, 
Park County 

The community of Laurel now has a beautiful park 
with a pond where there was once a gravel pit . The 
gravel pit was created when the Interstate was built 
and remained an unused area until last summer. 

Located in a triangle formed by Interstate 90, 
Eighth Avenue and Railroad Street , the park includes 
an underground irrigation system, grass, self-con- 
tained restrooms, a paved walking path and handi- 
capped parking area. Additional amenities, funded by 
other sources, include volleyball courts, picnic tables 
with shelters, built-in BBQ grills and fishing access 
areas. 

This landscape and highway beautification project 
turned an unsightly, unusable area into a great recre- 
ational facility for the community. The approximate con- 
struction cost was $95,000 in CTEP funds. CTAAr- 
chitects Engineers designed the plans and Flack and 
Flack Construction was the prime contractor. 




ADA Ramp in Bozeman 



Sidewalks - Charlo, 
Lake County 

About 1 ,300 feet of new sidewalk adorns the com- 
munity of Charlo, in Lake County, thanks to the Com- 
munity Transportation Enhancement Program (CTEP). 

Work on the $35,602 project began April 3, 2000 
and was completed May 22 of the same year. 

The new sidewalk is five feet wide and meets all 
specified ADA requirements. The project is just one 
more example of the program contributing to 
Montana's small communities.

CTEP Complies with 
ADA Requirements 

To comply with Federal Guidelines all CTEP 
projects must be designed and constructed to meet 
the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). This in- 
cludes any pedestrian paths, sidewalks, benches, 
tables and other amenities. 

The minimum width required is 36-inches with a 
minimum clear width passage of 32-inches. Curb 
ramps must have a 48-inch landing at the top of the 
ramp, which continues onto the sidewalk. The ramp 
inclines must not exceed 2%. 

Ramp types such as these allow the disabled to 
move about our communities with more freedom and 
ease. Examples of ADA ramps recently installed in 
Bozeman are pictured to the left and above. 
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MDT Ensures Safe Highway Access to Developments 



In recent years, many of Montana's cities have seen 
major new commercial and residential developments. 
While Montana's local governments oversee the 
important local land use decisions associated with 
where and how these developments proceed, the 
Montana Department of Transportation also has a vital 
interest. 

Most of the major commercial developments 
access roads and highways under the state's authority, 
MDT's interest is to make sure roadway safety isn't 
compromised and that traffic continues to flow. 

Making sure these issues are addressed is the 
mission of the System Impact Action Process (SIAP) 
that is located in the Rail, Transit and Planning Division. 
A System Impact Planner is identified as the single 
point of contact for developers and has the 
responsibility of shepherding the in-house technical 
review for each major highway access application. 

While standards have to be met on all new 
approaches onto state highways, SIAP coordinates 
the review on only the largest developments - such as 
major retail stores that generate 1 50 or more vehicle 
trips per hour. 

Generally, a developer's first contact is with one of 
MDT's five district offices. Through initial information 
regarding the magnitude of the proposal, MDT district 
staff makes the determination as to whether the project 
should be coordinated through SIAP. If so, then all 
potentially concerned technical reviewers are alerted. 

These project reviews have to turn around quickly 
in order to keep pace with the developer's timeline 
that often includes local government processes and 
funding pressures. 

Often, several technical issues need to be 
addressed before a new access point can be 
constructed, such as traffic safety, capacity, hydraulics, 
and slope stability. In these complex reviews, the single 
point of contact and mentoring service offered to 
developers through SIAP saves the developer time, 
and also ensures that new access onto the highway 
system won't compromise safety or create problems 
requiring costly fixes in the future. 

The SIAP process usually includes: 

-A traffic impact study (done by the developer) 

that looks at the traffic to be generated by 
the proposed development and how best to 

mitigate it, 

-Coordination with Montana's local governments 
to make sure their transportation concerns are 
addressed. 
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-Coordination between the MDT District and 
Headquarters offices, 

-Negotiation with the developers regarding 
transportation mitigations and phasing, and 

-Issuing approach permits that include the agreed 
on conditions. 

Several roadway improvements around the state have 
developed through this process, including the new travel 
lanes on North 19^^ Avenue in Bozeman and those on 
North Montana Avenue in Helena. Whilethese very visible 
improvements were built at the developers expense to 
ensure continued traffic safety on these corridors, many 
of the mitigations identified are as simple as moving the 
location of a planned approach or adding space for more 
vehicles in a turn lane. 

Regardless of the magnitude of the necessary fix, 
SIAP ensures a predictable, timely process for 
developers and a high level of continued safety and 
mobility for Montana's citizens. 

When you see roadway traffic improvements near a 
new large commercial or residential development, this 
is SIAP at work.

Federal Appropriations Good 
for jviontana Roads 

The federal fiscal year 2001 appropriations again 
fully funded the Federal-aid program known as the 
Transportation Equity Act for the 21 ^^ Century or TEA- 
21 . That means MDT will have funds to contract about 
$260 million in highway construction projects in 
calendar year 2001 , which is a healthy increase over 
last year. The transit and airport programs also 
received increases. 

Besides maintaining the commitment to fund TEA- 
21, Congress also directed funding to specific 
Montana projects. A few of these projects include the 
Stillwater River Road, Giant Springs Road in Great 
Falls, Secondary 323 between Alzada and Ekalaka, 
and Airport Road in Billings. 

Montana owes a big thank you to Senator Burns 
for his efforts in Appropriations, and Senator Baucus 
for his leadership in drafting TEA-21 .
